Those per- 
sons also owned extensive coal lands along 
the line of the road, and these fields were 
sold atone time and another to the railroad 
company. As the property was improved 
and the value of the stock enhanced the 
management closed out their holdings to va- 
rious persons uhtil the control of the road 
passed out of their hands.

For instance, 
there isa far greater difference between the 
rates of wages paid here to carpenters, pluster- 
ers, painters, stone and brick masons, teamsters, 
railroad employés, steamboat employés, and the 
rates of wages paid the same classes of working- 
men in Europe than there is between the 
rates of wages here in your miils and cotton 
factories and the rates of wages paid in the 
same industries in Europe. The rates of wages 
paid in this country, too, in the unprotected in- 
dustries are | ron the average than the rates 
of wages paid in this country in the protected 
industries, and the difference between them in 
the one case and those paid in Europe in the 
other case is still 1 viainer. 

Another fact is tsince 1846, when the En- 
glish corn laws were repealed and England en- 
tered on free trade, rates of wages have in- 
creased from 50 to 75, and even as high as 100 per 
cent in some occupations. Can we trace that in- 
crease in this country during the same time? 

Another fact is that the rates of wages in the 
mechanical and manufacturing industries of the 
United States increased far more during what is 
called the free trade period—from 1850 s60— 
than they bave ever since that time.

I can 7 u 
dant and overwhelming testimony from laboring - 
men, from manufacturers, from testimony given 
before investigating committees in the House to 
prove the truth of very statement I have made 
upon this subject.

The City of New York may be regarded 
as the pioneer in the new era of 
fast, large, and luxurious passenger 
steamers, and the question of rapid tran- 
sit at sea is the one which is engaging the 
attention ot the most distinguished inventors 
of the world. It has attracted the attention 
of the Government at Washington, which 
has agreed to pay a’ bonus of $50,000—in’ ad- 
tion to the stipulated price—for the war ves- 
sels which it is building for every quarter 
knot per hour in excess of nineteen knots.

CLEVELAND'S RETALIATION POLICY. 

Senator Sherman hit Cleveland on the raw 
yesterday. He was discussing the course of 
the latter in yelling and shouting at little 
Canada, all to catch, if possible, the Irish 
vote. In the.course of his remarks he made 
this point, which unmasks the President's 
false pretenses and leaves him without a leg 
to stand on: 

Back in 1886, the treaty having expired, 
Canada began her policy of refusing Ameri- 
can fishermen permission to ship their catch 
in bond through her territory to the United 
States.

Givilized nations are not in the habit of de- 
nying to mariners cast upon their shores.

Authority was put in his hands to prevent 
the importation of a single lobster or barrel 
of Canadian fish on any terms—not to in- 
crease the duty on it, but absolutely to keep 
it out. He was also authorized to deal with 
their vessels as they dealt with ours; to deny

He allowed the Canadians to send here all 
their surplus fish, paying only the ordinary 
low duty, and collecting from the purchasers.

THE CREEDS OF THE TWO LABOR PARTIES. 
There have been many inquiries of late by 
perplexed readers as to what is the actual 
difference, if any, between the creeds of the 
so-called Union Labor” and “United La- 
bor” parties. Each has its Presidential can- 
didate. Each is meetings, advocat- 
ing its claitas as the old original Jacobs,” 
and denouncing the othen In the mean- 


| while the average voter can no more tell one 


from the other thén they can tell tweedle- 
dum from tweedledee. There is, however, 
an essential difference on National issues. 
The “ United r* folks, who have nomi- 
nated Mr. Cowdrey for the Presidency, hold 
to the Henry George scheme of raising the 
$400,000,000 of revenue that the Government 
needs by an enormous direct tax on land 
‘the country farms, city lots, and village 
gardens—and the adoption of absolute free 
trade. They wanttodo away with all cus- 
tom-houses and all internal revenue taxes. 
They want whisky as free as water and our 
ports as open asthe air to all foreign goods 
and products. 

The “Union Labor” people, who have 
honored Iilinols by selecting A. J. Streeter 
as their Presidential nominee, reject the 
single'tax theory. They want land owner- 
ship limited, speculation in land stopped, the 
exemption of the homestead from taxauon 
to a limited extent, and the abolition of an 
idle ari which lives on the rents of 
its property. This party also looks with disfa- 
vor on whisky and tobacco taxes and opposes 
duties on imports as a means of raising Fed- 
eral revenue, and proposes to substitute for 
them “a graduated income tax,” which shall 

‘ shift the burdens of taxation from property 
or consumpwton to earnings of labor and cap- 
Ital. progressing in per cent in some ratio to 
the income. 

These two sideshow parties are both radi- 
cal free-traders. Each wants to do away 
with all protection, and both are for free 
whisky. Fach asks the protected workingmen 
of this country to espouse a free trade policy 
which shall require them to compete in the 
workshops with the labor of Europe, 80 
that they may have a chance to show 
whether they can fight and overcome it, 
or whether it will get the better of them and 
force their wages down to the standard 
which now-obtains in the Old Worid. The 
invitation is frankly made, but it is doubtful 
if many will accept it and come to the cheap 
labor feast which these two organizations are 
offering. There is an impression among the 
wage-workers of America that they are net 
yet ready to challenge all the world and 
the rest of mankind” to any such perilous 
conflict. 

But here the two parties diverge. Agree- 
ing in the destructive part of their mission, 
they are at odds in the constractive part. 
One is fer raising all revenue by the land 
tax; the other for raising all revenue by the 
graded income tax. 

Gentlemen who have been in doubt as to 
what they would do with their Presidential 
votes between those Labor parties can now 
make their choice intelligently. As the va- 
riance is only on Nawonal issues, he two 
organizations will probably unite, in Ulino 
at least, on a joint State ticket. :

RAILROAD DISCRIMINATIONS AGAINST 
CHICAGO. * 

Two weeks ago Tun Taisuns called atten- 
tion to the outrageous discrimination against 
Chicago merchants of the new transconti- 
nental freight rates from here to San Fran- 
cisco. They had evidently been prepared in 
the interest of New York, so that the trade 
of that city with the Pacific coast might have 


places west of the Alleghenies. By this ex- 
traordinary schedule tne rates on cotton 


$3.90, while from New York to the same point 
they were but 1.50. Asa result of this ver- 
version of all law and common sense the 
Chicago merchant can ship cotton goods to 
New York, paying therefor 50 cents freight, 
send them thence by boat to San Francisco, 
and do it all for $1.60 less than the freight 
rates from here to the coast. Of course the 
seeming gain is offset by the loss of time in 
delivery, and hence there is practically no 
competation. In order to stop the interfer- 
ence of soapmakers in this city with the 
New York manufacturers the rates wére so 
manipulated that the man at the seaboard 
was charged only $1 a hundred to San Fran- 
cisco, while the Chicagoan was called on to 
pay $1.85. 

Such rates are among the mysteries of rail- 
roading. It is hopeless for those who are 
not in the business to see either their lawful- 
ness or their common sense. They have to 
the untutored mind of one who has not had 
tne advantages of a railroad education a 
rank flavor of disoriminhtion. Why it should 
cost almost twice as much to carry an article 
much the shorter distance is something that 
they cannot get through their heads. 

The Chicago merchants, while willing to 
put up with any amount of fair competition 
and to take their chances in coming out 
ahead, could not stand tnis kind of treat- 
ment, Which they believed was prompted 
simply by a desire to help Eastern men at 
their expense. So they protested, and the 
representative of the combinawon of trans 


mittee has his headquarters at St. Louis and 
wishes to gain favor among the shippers 
there. So when it comes to articles Uke 
pickles, preserves, paints, cutlery, rubber 
belting, etc., there is a great discrimination, 
not merely in favor of New York but also of 
St. Louis. In view of this last piece of work, 
and of the further fact that the rates on dry 
goods and hardware have not been modifled, 
it is the intention of Chicago shippers to 
make an appeal to the Inter-State Commis- 
sion and see if they cannot get there that 
justice which the confederated Pacific road 
robbers deny them. There is some hope, 
however, that the Burlington ‘ana Santa Fé, 
both of which are members of this transcon- 
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neys is thinned out, more or less, 
before it reaches poor mortals on the 
ground. That from the tugs is emitted 
on a level and comes to our nostrils und- 
luted. But the personal discomfort the tugs 
cause, great as itis, isthe least part of the 
evil they do. Their low-level sooty smoke 
finds its Way into every room of every house 
witain many blocks of the main river and jts 
branches. The foul soot clings to walls and 
furniture and bedding. Itruins fine paper 
and costly frescoing. It destroys pictures, 
books, and draperies, and defiles clothing. 
It mars and hurts the exterior of a building 
as it does the interior. It saturates the in- 
draftair which furnaces use for heating 
homes, so that the grimy smoke of tugs finds 
its entrance not merely through doors and 
windows but through the ventilators that 
give out heat. It is impossible to fly from it. 
No pars and bolts can keep it out. It cannot 
be denied admittance to the homes of rich or 


poor. 

This is what these Chicago tugmen, for 
whom the city has doneso much, are doing in 
return. To save one dollar in expense of coal 
they damage the property and persons of 
other people ten dollars. They do it with 
impunity only because they are big offend- 
ers. If aman blows tobacco smoke in an- 


other's face on the street he gete knocked 


down. A tug puffs its foul biack essence of 
sulphurous carbon iniquity into the faces of 
thousands and is not meddied with by public 
or private justice. 

Where do these thirty or forty tugmen get 
their right to commit such a uuisance? Do 
they base it on the fact that they save a dol- 
lar every time they damage others ten? Are 
they willing to have others act on that prin- 
ciple in dealing with them? Did they think 
that was good reasoning when it came to 
them with the old Bridgeport stinks? The 
smoke nuisance of the tugmen is a relic of 
barbarism, and it must go. If the present 
city officers cannot stop it, others who can 
will be chosen. If the present law officers will 
not do their duty, others who will must be 
employed. 850 
FALSE INFORMATION. . 

The senior Democratic organ in this city 
has been misled by some credulous partisan 
or seme ignorant reporter who has filled it 
with false information.

| ble with tne principle of fair or just taxation. 


When the President thus commits himself to 
the doctrine of free trade and shows that he 
has its purpose at neart it is not a matter of 
any great practical importance whether he 
would attain his end by a rush, a jump, or by 
steps and stages. This is simply a question 
of method and policy. Having declared his 
opposition to the principle of protection and 
his belief in the principle of free trade Mr. 
Cleveland is, of course, entitled to his per- 
sonal opinion as to the best method and the 
proper rate of speed in reaching the free 
trade result. He is none the less a free- 
trader in principle because he will not go as 
fast at present as some others towards ulti- 
mate free trade. If Carson puts up his 
money on the letter of acceptance the Judges 
must turn it over to the disabled soldiers.

Evidently they were not 
allowed, or if they were voted they were 
thrown away. In 1880, of the 108,254 votes 
75,550 were returned for Hancock. Of the 
130,278 Republican votes but 34,854 were 
counted for Garfield. Weaver had 5,797, 
which clearly enough were given to Blaine 
in 1884. More white men voted the Repub- 
lican than black men the Democratic ticket. 
The inevitable inference from tnese figures 
is that four years ago 87,000, or, making al- 
lowance for those who did not go to the 
polls, 80,000 votes were thrown away, for 
Judge Baldwin says that all the negroes are 
allowed to vote. Henri Watterson once said 
that the Southerners were an emotional 
people and never paid any attention to 
mathematics. The statement of Judge Bald- 
win confirms the truth of the remark. A 
short sitting with the American Almanac 
would have shown Juage Baldwin the folly | 
of his display of Mississippi brass.

Good Tools Do Not Atways Make Good 
Fishermen—An Alaskan Idol-Hook—Pe- 
caliarities of Prehistoric Hooks, tp 
Authorities are of the opinion that the 
spear was first used for fish capture, says a 
writer in the St. Louis Globe. Democrat, for in 
the caves of Brittany and in the lakes of 
Switzerland are found numerous harboons or 
Water spears which show e evidence of having 


done long and faithful service. Some think’ 


that the bow and arrows were also used at 
an early date for the same 


ng fish by means 
ofa line was the implement known as the 
stone gorge. 

Many years ago the attention of archsolo- 
gists was attracted by certain discoveries 
made in the Swiss lakes. Posts were found 
submerged in the waters, and, curiosity be- 
ing excited as to their purpose, examina- 
tons followed with a view to ascertaining 
the object of driving them so firmiv into the 
ground. To make a long story short, it was 
discovered that in the lakes of this strange 
Mountain region were formerly villages, the 
houses supported by the posts which first ex- 
cited inquiry. On the lake bottom beneath 
the houses was found a most extraordinary 
collection of all objects belonging to the 
stone and bronze ages. Axes, lance and spear 
heads, arrow points, maces, cups, bowls, 
trinkets, and other personal ornaments, 
with a thousand other things, rewarded

the researches of the curious, and, among 
other things, numerous pieces of stone for 
which, until recent years, no one could sug- 
gest a possible use. They were too large for 
nose ornaments, too heavy for ear pendants, 
too light to have been employed as hatchets, 
and not the right shape for arrows or spear 
heads. From one to four inches long, they 
were pointed at both ends, and round the 
centre ran a groove cutin the stone. After 
many conjectures, wise and foolish, subse- 
quent discoveries led some one to consider 
and compare, and all at once the truth flashed 
upon the archzologists that these curious 
bits of stone were for the purpose of serving 
as fishhooks; a tine was fastened round 
the centre, the stone, covered with bait, 
was swallowed by the fish, which was 
then drawn to the shore. In other words, 
this ancient stone served i of the 
needie hook still 


and a ve cut 

mid way its leneth, the bait bei upon 
the needie, and needle and bait together 
ing swallowed by the fish. That so rude 
primitive a means of fishing should be s 
in vogue ip the cer.tre of civilization 
markabie instance of the way in 
custom will survive, even when the same 
sult may be obtained by other and more ef- 
ficient means; but, as fine feathers do not 
make fine birds, elegant fishing apparatus 
does not make fishermen, and the rough 
coasters of France, with their needle hooks, 
are in many cases more successful those 
who employ means apparently better adapted 
to the end. 

ORIGIN OF THE FISH-HOOK. 

Some years ago a writer on the subject 
traced the development of the fish-hook from 
the stone gorge to the gorge of bronze, which 
was simply a wire curved in a short 
which served as the handle, the two ends re- 
curving slightly, so as to catch in the throat 
of the fish when the bait had been swal- 
lowed. The transition from this wire gorge 
to the double hook was very easy, and the 
2 of development almost completed. 

ut here a difficulty arose. The gorge, 
whether of stone or of wire, was to be swal- 
lowed, but not so the hook, and when a fish 
was cuucht on a plain hook escape was easy. 
We may imagine, however, that no long time 
elapsed after the deficiency been ob- 
served when it was remedied by the inven- 
tion of the barb; so early indeed was the 
barbed hook that both stone and bronze 
specimens have been found in Switzerland. 

The double hook possessed no advantage 
over the single hook, soto leave off one 01 
the hooks and thug economize in bronze, 
which, even during what was called the 
bronze age, was scarce, was the next. step in 
advance.
